Preacher never takes sides

■ Will Campbell iikM lt when the folks 
down home call him "Preacher Will." 

"That word 'preacher' hus fallen 
Into disfavor," he said the other day 
as he whittled away at a small stick ot 
wood. "The people In the steeples 
don't like to be called preachers. But I 
adore the word." 

In his 53 years, Will Campbell has 
been called many things. Not all of 
them as complimentary as "Preacher 
will." 

During the civil rights struggle ol 
the l960s^ he was called a "nigger 
lover." * 

Durln^^ the t970s, hc has been called 
n "red neck lover," as a result of his 
ministry to KU Klux Klannors. 

On occasion, he has been accused ol 
practlcinB"hlckchic." 

In the laic 1930s, when he was 
chaplain to the University of Mississ- 
ippi — "01c Miss" — some of ihc 
students expressed what they thought 
of him by floating In his punch bowl a 
cup of humar\ feces sprinkled lightly 
with powdered sugar. 

Last winter, Ihc Rev. John F. Fry, 
in a review of Preacher Will's now 
book, "Brother to a Dragonfly." 
declared that "for five years (19C0- 
■65) Will Campbell was one of the Iwo 
most Important white men In the 
nation" by "staving off rampaging 
violence" ami softening "potentially 
apocalyptic encounters."

Pretty soon, he was 
blending barnyard talk and preacher 
talk — and pretty sophisticated 
preacher talk at that. 

tils first major asslgmncnt was at 
OIc Miss. Although hc didn't sample 
the punch the students had spiked, hc 
did get his first taste ot real 
controversy on the Mississippi 
campus. lie stood firm on a white-hot 
racial Issue — and soon got his 
walking papers. 

Hc has been on Ihc move ever since. 
For several years he was a roving 
troublcshooter tor the .Notional 
Council of Churches. Whcrevfr 2 or 
2,000 gathered together - In Little 
Rock, Ark.; Albany. Go.; Blrmlng- 
hom, Ala, — to break down racial 
barriers, Preacher Will was in the 
midst of them. In the theological lingo 
ot the day, he was "In" but not "of" 
the South. 

By 1962 or 19G3. he was beginning to 
pack doubts with his luggage. lie 
suspected hc was doing the right 
things for the wrong reasons. He 
detected more than a small dose of 
-Belf-rlghleousncss in Ubcral-riBhleo— 
usncss. And his doubts were rein- 
forced by black leaders such as 
Stokely Carmlchael.who told him It 
was his Job to sec lo it that his own 
-pec^lfl — southern red-necks — got- 
rellglon, loo. 

A morhent of truth arrived In a Jail 
cell. While visiting a young prisoner. ' 
Will Campbell listened as the inmate 
described the night he had Just spent : 

"They locked me up last night with 
four guys who have been in here el^t 
months and they took turns half the 
night (raplng).mc." 

As hc reflected on this Incldtfnt, 
Preacher Will reached a conclusion 



that has Influenced the course ot his 
ministry ever sbice. He came to 
buTTe'vcTie was called la bring llie~ 
"good news of the Gospel" to nil five 
of the men who wcrc.ia that cell that 
night — lo the' tour who "did It" as

Since then, as director ol the 
Committee ol Southern Churchmen, 
he has engaged In a ministry that 
"never takes sides." When James 
Meredith was shot during a march 
through Mississippi, hc visited 
Meredith In the hospital and 
Meredith's assailant Injoll. Similarly, 
he has visited In Jail the Grand 
Dragon ol tt)c Ku Klux Klon.

I sprang up In the South," hc said. '"hut 
. the racism ot Duke arid Harvard and 
Yale Is more serious than what 
hoppens when a lew pitiful people 
march around a burning cross In a 
cowposturo."
